(i) In the case of applicants who had been 
in the internal trade of books for one 
complete year within the period 
specified under paragraph (a) above, 20 
per cent of their annual purchase turn¬ 
over as certified by the Chartered 
Accountant or Rs. 2 lakhs whichever 
is more ; 


(ii) In the case of applicants who had been 
in the internal trade of books for 
two consecutive complete years within 
the period specified under paragraph 
(a) above, 3c per cent of their annual 
purchase turnover as certified by the 
Chartered Accountant or Rs. 3 lakhs 
whichever is more ; 

(iii) In the case of applicants who had 
been in the internal trade of books for 
three consecutive complete years or 
more within the period specified under 
paragraph (a) above, 40 per cent of 
their annual purchase turnover as 
certified by the Chartered Accountant 
or Rs. 4 lakhs whichever is more.
